This local set-back was evidently not re- 
garded as serious enough to interfere with 
yesterday s operations. Immediately south- 
west of Cambrai the Hindenburg defences 
run across a few miles of open country 
from the Cansl du Nord to the canal 
linking Cambrai with St. Quentin. Here 
also the advance has been carried close up 
to the Hindenburg Line. Further south, 
however, on the front of yesterday's 
attack, the advance had not reached within 
striking distance of the line. 

On this part of the front between 
Cambrai and St. Quentin the Hindenburg 
defences themselves lie behind the canal 
linking the two towns. In advance of 
them the enemy had utilised as a defen- 
sive site the series of ridges lying from 
two to three miles west of the canal. The 
villages mentioned in last night's despatch 
from Sir Douglas Haig were turned into 
strong points in the reorganised outpost 
belt. In this country of ridges and 
gullies, villages end little woods, the 
trenches of the old British defensive 
"system, occupied when the enemy's great 
offensive opened on March 2ist, had been 
turned and deepened by the Germans, 
with new wire laid in front of them. The

Holyhead mail boat. Spain, however, is 
not wholly immune from the effects of a 
war which respects no frontiers. The 
“Spanish influenza,” having roamed 
through most of Europe, reduced Eng- 
land’s coal supply, and treated the 
Kaiser’s armies as if they were 
Sennacherib’s, has now returned to its 
native home. On this occasion, unfor- 
tunately, its symptoms are more severe, 
beginning with catarrh and ending some- 
times in broncho-pneumonic complications. 
The South of Spain is the worst sufferer. 
Another epidemic—a form of dysentery, 
which at first was mistaken for cholera— 
has appeared in Bayonne. It is highly in- 
fectious, but yields rapidly to special treat- 
ment. We learn, too, that Spanish in- 
fluenza is still raging in Sweden, and that 
since Angust 30,000 cases have been re- 
ported in the army. This is disconcerting 
news, and it should put our own officers of 
public health on the alert. The present 
shortage of coal adds grimness to the 
prospect of a winter campaign of influenza 
in these islands.

The first is evidently a con- 
tinuation of the attack commenced last 
week, when our troops obtained ion. 
of a wood four miles west of that town. 
The second is a German reaction for a 
most valuable position, but it is unlikely 
that the Germans will be allowed to retain 
it. Our troops remained in occupation of 
the western outskirts of Mceuvres, and 
should be in a position to make a speedy 
counter-attack. 

An evening paper remarks of the Allied 
advance in the Balkans that it is “ not a 
mere diversion.” That is no doubt 
correct, for a substantial success in this 
region would open up considerable poss! 
bilities, political as well as military. At 
the same time it is to be hoped that too 
large a portion of the Allied forces will 
not be transferred to the new theatre, for 
the Germans would probably be only too 
glad to be relieved frem pressure on the 
west, even at the cost of some withdrawal 
in the east, the effect of which would be 
chiefly felt by the Bulgarians, between 
whom and themselves no vast amount of 
love is lost. 

The “ peace offensive ” is not over, and 
the danger must still be regarded as 
acute. The Reichstag is now to be brought 
forward, and probably another mayority 
resolution will be passed as eye-wash for 
the Allies. The danger is that an attempt 
will probably be made to secure a show of 
democratic reform in Germany in order 
to supply the “ pacificists’’ in Allied 
countries with material for a new agita- 
tion. In the meanwhile there are signs 
that the answer of President Wilson is 
having a certain effect in Austria.

Letter from Sir Robert Woods. 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Stn,—A good deal has been said and written 
about the pains and privations of the Irish 
prisoners of war and our duty towards them; 
yet I think that this duty is as yet imperfectly 
understood by many of us. 

It is extremely difficult for us, who live in 
land of relative plenty, to realise the etreits to 
which our men are reduced. It is quite certain 
that, whatever, the total eupply of food in 
Germany may be—and the evidence is that it 
is not too great—the people are rationed in the 
severest way.

OBITUARY. 
CARDINAL FARLEY. 

The death ie announced of Cardinal Ferley, 
Archbishop ef New York. . Born at 
Hamilton, County Armagh, in 1842. Cardinal 
Farley received his early education at St. 
M’Cartan’s College, Monaghan. conipieting his 
studies later at the American College in Roma, 
where he was ordained for the priesthood in 
1870. He officiated as assistant br. two years 
in St. Peter's Parish, Staten Ieiand, and was 
aqpentes secretary to Archbshop M‘Closkey, 
whom he panied to Rome for the election 
of the Pope, Leo XIII.
